power  by  a majority  of  voices  of  the  Members  present,  to  select  and 
appoint  in  the  event  of  a vacancy  in  the  Board  by  death,  resigna- 
tion, or  removal  from  the  Province,  a person*' whose  name  is  on  the  list 
from  which  appointments  are  to  be  made  to  such  vacancy,  choosing 
a Minister  in  the  room  of  a Minister,  and  a Layman  in  the  room  of  a 
Layman,  and  inserting  the  name  of  the  person  so  chosen  in  that  place  on 
the  Roll  of  the  Board  in  which  the  name  of  the  Trustee  in  whose  stead 
he  may  have  been  chosen  stood ; so  that  the  persons  so  chosen  may  be  as 
to  continuance  in  Office,  and  in  all  other  respects  as  the  persons  would 
have  been  by  whose  death,  resignation  or  removal  the  vacancy  was  oc- 
casioned. And  We  further  Will,  that  the  first  General  Meeting  of  the  said 
Trustees  shall  be  held  at  Kingston  upon  such  a day  within  six  Calendar 
Months  after  the  date  of  these  our  Letters  Patent,  as  shall  be  fixed  for 
that  purpose  by  the  Trustee  first  named  in  these  presents,  who  shall  be 
then  living  ; of  which  Meeting  thirty  days  notice  at  least  shall  be  given 
by  notification  in  writing  to  each  cf  the  Trustees  for  the  time  being,  who 
shall  be  resident  at  the  time  within  the  Provinces  of  Upper  or  Lower 
Canada ; and  the  same  shall  also  be  notified  at  the  same  time  by  Adver- 
tizement  in  one  or  more  of  the  Public  Newspapers  of  the  said  Provinces. 
And  the  said  Trustees  shall  also  afterwards  have  power  to  meet  at  King- 
ston aforesaid,  or  at  such  other  place  as  they  shall  fix  for  that  purpose 
upon  their  own  adjournment,  and  likewise  so  often  as  they  shall  be  sum- 
moned by  the  chairman,  or  in  his  absence  by  the  Senior  Trustee,  whose 
Seniority  shall  be  determined  in  the  first  instance  by  the  order  in  which 
the  said  Trustees  are  named  in  these  presents,  and  afterwards  by  the  order 
in  which  they  shall  be  subsequently  arranged  pursuant  to  the  powers 
hereinbefore  contained:  Provided  always  that  the  said  Chairman  or 
Senior  Trustee  shall  not  summon  a Meeting  of  the  Trustees  unless  re- 
quired so  to  do  by  a notice  in  writing  from  three  Members  of  the  Board; 
and  provided  also,  that  he  cause  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  said 
Meeting  to  be  given  in  one  or  more  of  the  Public  Newspapers  of  the 
Provinces  of  U pper  and  Lower  Canada,  at  least  thirty  days  before  such 
Meeting;  and  that  every  Member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  resident 
within  the  said  Provinces  shall  be  notified  in  writing  by  the  Secretary  to 
the  Corporation  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  Meeting.  And  We  Will 
and  by  these  presents  for  Us,  our  Heirs  and  Successors,  do  Grant  and  de- 
clare that  these  our  Letters  Patent,  or  the  enrolment  or  exemplification 
thereof  shall  and  may  be  good,  firm  and  valid,  sufficient  and  effectual  in  the 
Law,  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  same,  and  shall 
be  taken,  construed  and  adjudged  in  the  most  favorable  and  beneficial 
sense  for  the  best  advantage  of  our  said  College,  as  well  in  our  Courts 
of  Record  as  elsewhere;  and  by  all  and  singular  Judges,  Justices,  Officers, 
Ministers  and  others,  subjects  whatsoever  of  Us  our  Heirs  and  Succes- 
sors, any  unrecital,  non-recital,  omission,  imperfection,  defect,  matter, 
cause,  or  any  thing  whatsoever,  to  the  contrary  thereof  in  any  wise  not- 
withstanding.

The  Divinity  Classes  will  be  opened  on  the  1st  Monday  in  November. 

Candidates  for  Matriculation  as  Regular  Students,  will  undergo  an 
Examination  before  the  College  Senate  in  the  1st  Three  Books  of  the 
^Eneid  of  Virgil,  the  1st  Three  Books  of  Caesar’s  Commentaries,  and 
the  Greek  Grammar,  together  with  the  1st  Book  of  Euclid,  and  the 
Rules  of  Arithmetic,  and  will  be  classified  according  to  their  proficiency. 
Candidates  who  do  not  wish  to  be  classified,  may  be  admitted  without 
undergoing  the  above  examination. 

The  only  charges  are  £l  to  cover  incidental  expenses,  and  £2  for 
each  Class  per  Session,  to  be  paid  on  entrance. 

Accommodation  will  be  provided  for  a certain  number  of  Students 
as  Boarders  within  the  College  Buildings,  the  expense  to  each  Boarder 
averaging  from  7 to  8 dollars  per  month.  The  Boarding  Establishment 
will  be  under  the  superintendance  of  the  Professors. 

Ten  Bursaries  of  from  £5  to  j£l5  will  be  awarded  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  Session,  1846,  to  those  Students  who  have  formerly  matri- 
culated, and  who  shall  distinguish  themselves  in  an  examination  on  the 
subjects  of  study  of  the  previous  Session,  and  also  to  those  who  shall 
then  matriculate  for  the  first  time,  and  shall  be  deemed  after  competi- 
tion deserving  of  this  reward  of  merit.  Due  intimation  will  be  given 
of  the  subjects  of  competition  to  those  who  intend  to  compete  for  Bur- 
saries of  the  1st  year.
